WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—N. M. Brown- 
ing, commissioner of Indian affairs, has 
made his annual report to the secretary 
of the interior, fie says with no out- 
break or disturbance during the year, 
the progress of the Indians generally 
in education and civilization has been 
uninterrupted and substantial. 
The 
main effort now is and for many years 
must be to keep the Indian upon his 
allotment and get him to support him- 
self there, protect him from encroach- 
ment and icjustice 
and train his 
children in books and industries. As 
a first step, so far as treaty obligations 
do not interfere by ri quiring the pay- 
ment of moneys and issuance ot rations 
or annuties, the Indians are given to 
understand that the goyernment will 
not feed and clothe them while they 
remain in idleness. 
Such funds as are 
available for the purpose are devoted 
to starting Indians in homes. 


If an Indian will go upon an allot- 
ment and work to improve it, the 
government will assist him in building 
a house and getting his farm in opera- 
tion fmd making a practical farmer. 
The commissioner says thegoyernmeat 
goes further and pays the Indian for 
his work. 
To regular Indian employes 
the government paid last year a half 
million dollars. A great diversity of 
crafts and industries are the outgrowth 
of advanced civilization. 
The reports 
from Indian agents, he says, shows 
the Indians in many different ways 
are 
coming 
to 
earn 
their living. 
The^ have furnished supplies for the 
government, raise crops to sell, raise 
live stock, work in the woods and on 
irrigation ditches and in many minor 
ways contribute to their own support. 
The entire Indian service, with few 
exceptions, is now under «ivil service 
regulations. 
Ezcepiions are made as 
to Indians who are employed under 
non competitive 
ezaminaiions 
Pro 
gress in educating the Indians is re- 
ported satisfactory, in spite of the many 
diflBculties encountered. 
The enroll- 
ment at the schools during the year was 
23.352, an increase of 315 over the 
previous year. 
The average attendance 
increased 852. 
The reduction in num- 
ber of contract schools have been made 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
last Indian appropriation bill, and in 
1$97 there will be expended $257 928on 
account, against $463,500 this year* 


TKere has been some coniplaint frcm 
the Indians on the Colville reservation, 
in Wae^hington, that mining 
olaixDs 
havebéen located upon their farms, 
where i^ere are no mines, and instruc- 
tions hÀve been given to have the land 
officers prevent such trespassers from 
interfering with the Indians. 
The 
fishing rights of the Yakima Indians in 
Washington have been a subject of 
controversy and the governor of that 
state has been requested to take such 
steps as will secure the Indians from 
molestation by the white citizens. 


The commissioner urges the passage 
of the bill now pending in congreES to 
prohibit the sale of liquor to Indians 
who have become citizens. 
He says 
the correspondence in his office shows 
that the Indians in the west and north- 
west who have received allotments are 
becoming demoralized by the liquor 
traffic. The commissioner reviews at 
length the disturbances at Jackson's 
Hole, Wyoming, and says steps 
htve 
been taken to prevent 'any conflict be- 
tween the Indians and local authorities.

night, Sergeant Hamilton, of Company

He did 
not obey quickly and the picket fired, 
inflicting a wound which will necessitate 
amputation 
of the left leg. The 
Scandinavian 
sfction of the Miners' 
union held a meeting last night, which 
was addressed by Colonel Hogle, of 
the militia, and other oflQcers who 
counseled peace and order. 
President 
Boyce, of the Western Federation of 
Miners, then spoke, counseling the 
miners to stand firm, as the strike must 
win. 
He bitterly denounced the citi- 
zens for organizing militia companies, 
saying they were acting as tools of the 
mine managers. 
He said the federa- 
tion would stand by the strikers and 
keep them and their families from 
suffering and told them not to speak 
to the militia unless they 
wanted to, 
but not to antagonize them. 
He ad- 
vised the strikers to go home early and 
stay there. 


From present indications a bitter 
struggle is in progress in the miners' 
union between the leaders, who wish to 
continue the strike for uniform wages 
of $3 a day for all the men in all the 
mines, and the conservative men, who 
think that the time has arrived when 
overtures for psace should be made to 
the mine operators. 
It is believed that

called for 
Wednesday evening the union will 
resolve to treat for peace or make pro- 
visions ior making more 
aggressive 
war. J. W. Amburp, president of the 
uiii^n, has not been Eeen on the streets 
here sines the riot, which occurred 
here over a week ago, and it is reported 
that he was slightly wounded in the 
fight at the Emmett mine, where he 
h&d been attracted by the shooting, and 
that he has since been in hiding in this 
city under a doctor's care.

MARSEILLES, Sept. 29—There exists a 
condition of affairs in this city at pres- 
ent which seems to be a disgrace to 
Europe and to the Armenian associa- 
tions generally throughout the world, 
Subsisting upon government, municipal 
or private charity here, are 500 unfor- 
tunate Armenians, men, women, and 
children, young and old, healthy and 
sick, who succeeded in escaping from 
the bloody massacres at Constantinople 
and who were one and all bound up in 
the hope, after landing here, of being 
able, eventually, to reach the land of 
freedom, the United States, But weeks 
have already elapsed and nothing defi. 
nite appears to have been done for their 
relief, much leas toward finding them 
homes, by any one of the many associa- 
tions for the reliei of suffering Arme- 
nians which have been organized in 
England or America. 


These unfortunates, however, sefm 
to be the very class to which the hand 
of charity should be first extended. 
They are homeless, nearly 
all are 
penniless, many are enduring the pangs 
of hunger, and yet nobody seems will- 
ing to step in and guide this band of 
refugees to some place where they can 
begin life anew and under more prom- 
ising circumstances. 
Large amounts of 
money have been raised in the past for 
the relief of the destitute Armenians in 
Armenia, but the situation of the latter 
is not a whit worse than that of the 
half starving people here, if as bad. 
The Armebians in Armenia certainly 
had their co-religionists and fellow- 
countrymen to fall back upon, but the 
poor people hero seem to have no 
friends in the wide world, yet they are 
as honest and industrious a claes as you 
can find on the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean. 
Some South American specu- 
lators, it is true, taking advantage of 
this 
deplorable 
situation, 
have 
prevailed upon 
300 others of the 
Armenian refugees to allow 
them- 
selves 
to be transported 
to the 
Argentine Republic, there, in all prob- 
ability, to meet the fate of thousands 
of emigrants from Russia, who, thanks 
to the philanthrophy of Baron Hirsch, 
emigrated to South America only to 
find themselves, 
figuratively 
speaking, 
tossed from the frying pan into the 
fire. 
It is true that the climate of 
Argentine is said to be more healthy 
than that ot the regions where the 
poor Hebrews tried to settle in. But 
the end is likely to be the same in the 
case of the Armenian refugees, who are 
not a class of people likely to thrive in 
rcughly founded colonies. 
Only about 
eighteen of the 800 Armenians who 
reached here have as yet been able to 
start for the United States. 
These few 
emigrants are of the better class of 
Ar'menians. 
They are fairly well sup 
plied with funds and will 
probably 
start for New York via Southampton. 
But what is to become of the remain- 
ing unfortunate Christians, fleeing from 
the bloc)^ stained Turks, who are living 
on charity here with their eyes turned 
longingly towards the United States? 


It would seem that these poor people 
may be barred from reaching the 
United Stated and they may ba for 
bidden to land there even if they suc- 
ceed In obtaining transportation to the 
shores of North America. 
Surely if 
there ever was a case in which iron 
rules, necessary no doubt, might be 
relaxed, it is in the case of these 
stricken people, flying from the perse- 
cutions and butcheries that have pre- 
vailed in their own land. 
There is 
material here far the ioundation of a 
strong Armenian colony and it would 
appear that there must be some spot 
on earth where these victims of blood- 
thirstineES 
and 
miegovernment of 
Abdul Hamed. sultan of Turkey, who, 
according to generally credited reports, 
must have caused the maesacre of some 
50,000 Christians during the last few 
years, can earn an honest living.

The city board of health is today 
mailing to physicians a circular provid- 
ing for the proper sanitary regulations 
for the prevention and treatment of 
tuberculosis, which is now diagnosed 
as a strictly contagious disease.

ring in a physician's practice be report- 
ed at the health department, 
where- 
upon a circular of instiuctions will be 
sent to the family or those in charge of 
such patients, with the object of lessen- 
ing and preventing the spread of the 
dire complaint. 


In the city of Fori Wayne one-fourth, 
or twenty-five out of every 100 deaths, 
are caused by consumption. 
The 
probabilities are that this death rate is 
not high enough because, often times 
the cause of death is not m«:<l9 known 
or is made falsely. 


The board claims that the means of 
preventing the spread of the conEump- 
tion rests mostly with persona having 
the disease. 
If they exercise 
the 
proper precautions, which 
are not 
difficult nor exacting, they can avoid 
giving the disease to others, end yet 
not be deprived of the society of their 
friends nor of any of the comforts of 
life. 


The board of health will insist upon 
persons having consumption tfeking a 
number of precautions, among which 
are the following: 


All sputum (spit) from consumptives 
should be destroyed and must not be 
allowed to become dry. A spitting cup 
or flask, containing just enough disin- 
fecting solution (which can be made by 
adding eight [8] drops of carbolic acid 
to a half a cup oi water, or by dissolving 
a tablet of bi chloride of mercury, such 
as may be procured at any drug store, 
in a pint of water) to cover the bottom 
of the vessel should be used for expec- 
toration (rpit) 


Never spit on the iloors of public 
buildings, storea, etc., nor on the 
ground or sidewalks, as such 
sputum 
becomes dried, is blown about and 
furnishes the source of danger above 
referred to. 
There is little danger 
from the mere breath of a tubercular 
patient; the danger lies in the dry 
expectoration, 
which 
contains the 
germs of consumption. 


Kissing consumptives is a positive 
source of infection and should be 
guarded against especially in the care 
of children. 
Married people 
should 
not sleep together where either is con- 
sumptive, 
Sleeping in rooms occupied 
by consumptive persons is a source of 
danger and such rooms should not be 
used by other persons after having 
been occupied by consumptives 
until 
they have been thoroughly disinfected 
and all material in them put through 
the same course. Rooms can practically 
be disinfected by the use ot the fumes 
of burning sulphur. 
The woodwork, 
walls, 
wooden 
parts of bedsteads, 
chairs, etc , should be washed with a 
solution of bichloride of mercury (the 
proportions of which as before stated). 
For bed springs, etc,, a solution of 
carbolic acid should be used, as mer- 
cury will injure the metal' 


All dishes, spoons, forks, etc., should 
be thoroughly washed in boiling water 
after having been used by a consump- 
tive. and such articles should not be 
used by any other person in the house 
hold until they have been boiled. 
All 
meats should be thoroughly cooked 
and milk boiled if it is thought to be 
from a diseased source. 


The bedding and clothing used by a 
consumptive shoull not be included in 
the family wash, such articles 
should 
be washed separately and'be thorough- 
ly boiled during the process of cleans- 
ing.

BASE BALITTALK. 


President 
Young- Interviewed 
About the National Game. 


The Coachinj; 
Qnestion'-ninereuccs 
Between Umpire.^ and Players- 
Interest Increasing. 


Nick Young, the president of the 
National Base Bail league, in an inter- 
view at Washington, 
attributed the 
fact that the championship race so far 
as the leaders were concerned was not 
as close and interesting near the 
finish 
of the season in comparison with that 
of previous years, partly because of the 
"unpleasant circumstances, for which 
Mr. Tebeau, of Cleveland, was held 
responsible." The occurrences incident 
thereto. 
President 
Young 
thinks, 
doubtless worried Tebeau and his men, 
as they suspected that the outcome of 
the case might prove serious 
and 
jeopardize their chances in the cham* 
pionship contest. 


"This affair teaches the league one 
lesson," he says, "and that something 
must be done to stop the differences 
between the umpires and players. 
On 
that score, however, there is not so 
much to complain of as in previous 
years. 
The umpires, on the whole, 
have given more satisfaction to the 
players and the public than ever be Tore 
and I am heartily pleased with 
their 
work. To be sure, there were the usual 
differences between a captain and an 
umpire, but nothing serious resulted. 
These differences will always occur, for 
ttiey are inspired by the zeal of both 
teams in their desire to win." 


Mr. Young says the coaching ({Uestion 
and that affecting the temple cup 
series will come up for consideration at 
the nezt league meeting. 
The league 
will analyizi the coaching 
question 
thoroughly and will probably ask the 
opinion of some of the older players 
before the decisive action is taken. 


Anticipating rumors of reduction in

Mr. Young said that never before in 
the history of the game has the general 
interest in base ball been as great as 
during the season juat closed. The 
interest, he said, is rapidly, spreading 
all over the country and while steadily 
growing in the big cities has increased 
so in the smaller cities and towns that 
the attendance at minor league games 
far exceeds previous years. 
But for 
the fact of this being a presidential 
year the crowds would have been even 
larger. The National league, he said, 
is in good shape for a bright and 
successful start in the spring and this 
is also true of. the minor leagues and 
he knew of nothing that could prevent 
the year 1897 from being a very pros- 
perous one for base ball. 


The contract season closes October 1, 
then there are three open dates after 
the schedule season which will be util- 
ized in playing postponed game|. The 
Baltimore and Cleveland clubs will 
play three games for the Temple cup 
at Baltimore next Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday. 


All the clubs had done well finan- 
cially during the season, Mr. Young 
said. The greatest falling oil in patron- 
age was probably at Philadelphia, and 
yet the attendance there was very large. 
The changes in the personnel of the 
clubs, Mr. Young thought, would be 
comparatively few and unimportant 
Washington would make 
only one 
change as far AS he knew, ^ 


The next contract season will begin 
April 15, and end October 15, the cham- 
pionship games beginning about May 
1 and ending October 10.

ST. PAUL'S NEW PASTOR. 


Rev. Miller Cordially Greeted 
by His Congregation. 


The Filth Pastor ot the Pioneer I.nth< 
erau Congreg^ation of Fort Wayne 
is Xow Installed. 


Rev. Jacob Miller, the new pastor of 
S.t Paul's Lutheran church, has been 
cordially received by the members of 
his flock, who rejoice individually and 
collectively upon securing such an able 
exponent of the gospel. 
This state of 
feeling was evidenced last Sunday by 
the out pouring of St, Paul's com- 
munity to hear their new minister. 
Rev. Miller took as the timely su bject 
of his salutatory sermon,

He 
is 
only 
thirty-six 
years old 
but full 
of 
promise. 
He began his theological 
education in Concordia 
college in 
this city, thence psssing to the higher 
course at the Lutheran university of 
St. Louis, where he completed his edu- 
cation under one of the grandest Luth- 
eran theologians 
this country has 
known. Professor Walther, now dead, 
but to whose name has been dedicated 
the Walther League of America.' Kev. 
Miller's first charge was at Little Bock, 
Ark ; his second, St. Paul, 
Minn., 
from whence Jbe came to accept the 
call at Fort Wayne. At St. Paul he 
left the oldest congregation there of 
that creed and in this city he assumes 
the oldest, for the church of which he 
now becomes the guiding star was the 
first Lutheran congregation to be es- 
tablished in this city. The successive 
pastors of St. Paul's up to this time 
have been Rev. Huber, Rev. Wyneken. 
Rev. Sihler and Rev. Sauer. 
All have 
passed away while at their sacred post 
of duty, except Rev. Wyneken who, 
having been honored with the presi- 
dent's chair of the synod, died while 
occupying that poeition. 


That Rev. Miller may be with them 
always is the prayer of St. Paul's con- 
gregation. 


It is well to state here that Rev 
August Lange, who has charge of the 
eastern division of the congregation, 
will have an equal share of pastoral 
administrations 
with 
Rev. Miller. 
Eventually Rev. Lange's division 
will 
have a church of its own in the extreme 
eastern portion of the city, probably on 
Concordia 
grounds, and upor. the 
founding of this new church Rtv. 
Miller will remain in his present place 
at St. Paul's. 
Rev. Lange is an able 
and popular divine and is beloved by 
all his people.

It was the dream of at leiist some ol 
the founders of this republio that the 
civilization here begun shoved stand a« 
the flowering of the ages gione before», 
There shouW be no military despotism, 
no hereditary nobility, no tyranny oí 
priesthood or church. AU men should 
have equality of opportuudty, and thesi, 
as water finds its level, society woiald 
arrange itself. 


Instead of this we seem thus 
fai 
merely to have repeated the eooialidis- 
tinctions of the old world. A.more odi- 
cuB caste system than even tlhat of a 
titled and hereditary nobilitjy is upon 
our necks. It is the vulgar and prepos- 
terous aristocracy of wealth. 
An in- 
flnitesirnal fraction of the inhabitants 
of one city, New York, calls itself the 
"society" of this country. Thitire are a 
million people in the country more re- 
fined, more intellectual, more brilliant 
in all social gifts than any of the men 
and women who poae before the public 
at'Newport as the "society" of the 
IJnited States. These persons with real 
social gifts may or may not be rich. 
That is just as it happens. 
But it ia 
time for us to begin to know that a uenl 
society has nothing at all to do with 
<v^alth beyond a certain amount necas- 
sary to provide the comforts and refijae- 
menta of life. When we all understiind 
that, then, and not till then, shall -we 
begin to have something worthy , the 
name of society in this country. 


In the real sense the little gilded 
clique which poses at Newport in the 
summer is not society at all. It has no 
right to tbe title, because its title is 
fonnded upon mere doliws. Bvery in- 
telligent neighborhood in America has 
the makings of a real society snrpasH 
ing in brilliancy the present Newport 
aggregation. 


To consider the requisites of a genuine 
society: First, there is the social in- 
stinct, which man shares in common 
with brutes. 
Then there is the in 
stinct of kindliness and courtesy, vrhách 
distinguishes the gentlem^ from tbe 
boor. Next there must be moral and so- 
cial purity. A society without these 
would be like the region of lost sonla 
It would contain the elements of iti 
oMfn destruction. In ancient Bome, in 
France, in England before Cromwellii 
reTolution, this \|7as the case. 


N e x t ? WeU, we should i^eed that 
aBsthetio instinct which úads mankind 
to refine itself and its language and 
manners, to cultivate grace and beauty 
of penon, which begin with perfect per 
sonal cleanliness. The aesthetic instinct 
will further lead us to surround ouI^ 
selves with what is dainty and pleasiiag 
to tbe eye, inside our homes and ont 
side. This does not mean neceasai^ly 
costliness. A house oí four rooms may be 
as pleasing to the testhetio sense as one 
of twenty. 


Finally, to the building of the'perfeot 
society there must ba added all the in- 
tellectual gifts and semi-intellectual 
gifts mankind possesses. The onltixi^ 
tibu of music. Of article, dramalio l^d 
conversational taleni 6f s^ial gamei 
aifd amusements indoors and out, all 
th^e go to the making of best> society. 
W^;do we not begin to build/it in ev<^ 
exy town in this republic?

The Modern Stoker. 


The following description of a novel 
labor saving device is by William E. 
Curtis in Chicago Record: 


I went into a manufactoir at Buffalo 
the other day where one man only 
was employed to feed eighteen. fur- 
naces, and although he halndles UO 
tons of coal a dsiy, he spends mère 
than half his time reading. The coal 
which comes by cars, is dumped into 
bins which have chutes connected with 
them, and there is a tramway eus 
pended in the^air that carries big steel 
buckets about the boiler room. Those 
buckets hold a ton each, and ,csn be 
filled by pulling a cord. So when he 
wants coal this comfortable stoker lays 
down his book, turns on the electricity 
that moves the car to the coal bins, 
pulls the string, fills his bucket and 
then lets his car run along the rails 
until he reaches the furnaces, which 
have automatic feeders. 


All he has to do is to fill the feeders 
by dumping the contents of one of his 
buckets into each. Each furnace burns 
about seven tons of coal a day. but 
with his patent chutes and electric car 
riage and automatic buckets this leis 
urely gentleman has very little to do 
and he hasn't touched a shovel for 
years.

Contracts I.,et So Quietly That S250,000 
Was Saved. 


John D. Rcckefellpr has made a quiet 
$250,000 out of tbo lake shipbuilders, 
and now that it is done and everybody 
owns the corn, hi.s method may serve to 
Rdorn a tule if it will hardly answer tc 
point a moral. 


Ife has ju.st dawned on the marine 
serviro of the lako.s generally that the 
Standard Oil king knew a thing or twc 
outside of his specialty when he made 
ready to start in as a big owner of lake 
ve.ssel property. 
He is practically un- 
known on the lakes except in name, but 
his fame as a financier has gone the 
length mid breadth of them for what he 
ha.s done in a single year in his new 
capacity. When he set to work making 
a big lake line, it was not given cut 
that ho was in the market for a dozen 
400 foot ste.imers and consorts, and the 
name, the Bessemer Steamship compa- 
ny, was not mentioned until all the line 
was under contract. It was determined, 
though, that the whole of the lino must 
be built this year, and it was no small 
problem to get the whole placed with- 
out letting the lake shipyards know 
what was in the wind. Once aware that 
the fleet was booked for this year, the 
yards would have bid up high, for the 
building began when they were all full 
of work and did not need any more foi 
months. 


So the Standard Oil man, who knew 
that he had work enough to give out to 
fill every shipyard on the lakes, made 
it known that he had a pair of vessels 
to build and asked for bids. 
One yard 
after another was awarded a contract, 
Cleveland, Chicago, Duluth, Detroit— 
more than one company in some ol 
them. Then it was found that the quiet 
pushing of one or two boats at a time 
had crowded down the cost from the 
highest bid, which had to be accepted 
when the other yards were full of work 
to the end of a year, a neat $250,000 on 
the whole, just about enough to build 
one of the steamers. 


Rockefeller's Bessemer fleet is about 
ready for business now, and, as the easi- 
ly worked lake shipyards have been so 
good as to build him one free steamer 
in tbe way of tradef just to assure bim 
that the lakes are likely to be quite as 
easy to work as the railroads used to be, 
he will sail it for what it can earn till 
he gets time to build the biggest iron 
•works in the country. —New York Press.

railroads: Thejr are^ found indispensable 
to fifibing, boating, yachting,

the "growler" and would be just the 
thing for smoking concerts, stag parties 
and even hen parties. By their use, ho- 
tels, restaurants and saloons would keép 
several brands of

beer on

clubs and private families benefit most 
by tbe system, as they aie served by 
wagons once or twice a week and. thus 
can have fiesh beer continually.—Oin- 
oinnati Enquirer.
